Whereabouts Undisclosed.

Weiyuankow, Where the priest 
waa! kidnapped, ig a smal] town in 
fast Hupeh on the northern bank 
ofthe Yangtze! Swarming down 
from Kuangtsi, a city in the grip of 
Red, ‘terrorism,- Chinese Com- 
muni-ts numbering nearlyy 2,000 
and claiming-to,, belong to the 
“Fifth Red Army” made a surprise 
altuck at about five o’elgck an’ the 
morning of November 9 and tock 
possession of the town without 
much fighting. 


Ciarrison Overpowered, 


Tse small number.'of garrison 
soldiers was overpowered, 

The River Police’Bureau was the, 
first government headquarters to 
be stormed. the outlaws succeedinu 
in disarming without difficulty tha 
entire government “ force. There 
was a terrible panic and wholesale 
leoting . toak place, The gang 
broke into Father Ulrich's chapel 
‘and captured him together with his 
Chinese servant and five farrison 
soldiers, Then they,made a hasty 
departure and = marched their 
priganers torn place about seven 
miles from Welyuankow. 


. Fether »Kreutzen’s Latter. 


The Communists evidently were 
after, foreign: piytuners, Before 
leaving the town, their commander 
asked Father Ulrich whether there 
were any ather foreigners at Wel- 
vyankow. or in the neighbourhoat 
and to'this, the priest: replied ii 
Chinese “Pu Siao Teh” meaning “I 
don’t know.” He was then chain- 
ed ‘and taken to a. place between 
Tawangtien and, Weiyuankow 
where he was given_a bowl of col:l 
rice to eat and was forced at pistol 
point ©to: write a letter to his 
Mission Headquarters at Wuchans, 
saying that he had been captures 
and that his captors demanded the 
sum of $10,000 as -ransom which 
must ‘be paid within four. day?, 
Father Ulrich wrote, therefore, the 
following note which | was taker 
to Hankow by his Chinese. ser- 
vant: spans : ‘ 

‘Tam in the hands of Com-: 
munists. They have captured me 
fram the church ‘and taken me to 
this place, about 20'li from Wel- 
yuankow. They damand a ransom 
of $10,000 (impossible!). Let God 
guide and help us.” ' 


Servant’s Story of Torture Threat. 


When the 
gervant free with the Father’s let- 
for,: they intimated . that, if he 
should return: within four days 
with: the’ money he. would- be re- 
leased also, but in case he should 
fail-to réturn, Father Ulrich would 
be tortured and possfbly killed.

The key waa found left in the 
lock. : 

Inspector A. Clark proceeded to 
the ruins yesterday afternoon to 
carry out investigations, upon 
receipt’ of this report. It was 
stated that when the alarm of fire 
was first given, the manager of the 
Kwong'San firm had the presence 
of mind to remove notes amountiay 
to $3,400 from the'!safe. He nov 
has cause for congratulation, that 
he took this precaution. « :

TRAGEDY ON A- LOCAL 
.. 7 MOTOR JUNK. 


_ A member of the crew of tho: 
motor junk ‘See Yick was burned 
to death early yesterday morning 
when she caught fire, whilst re- 
turning to Hongkdéng from one of 
her réguiar trips to obtain fish 
from the fishing junks of Aber- 
Geen, : . . 

According ‘to tho ‘report made 
tu the police, only n small quantity 
of fish was obtained from the fish- 
ing junks owing to the rough 
weather, On the return journey, 
everything went well until the See 
Yick reached Pakkok; off Lamma 
sland, about. 6 am. yesterday, 
when the engine caught fire. " 

The engine-room was, ° is alleg: 
ed, Saturated with oil, with the re- 
sult that the 
alarming rapidity. 


- On the hont were altogothor six} . 


men, five of whom jumped ° over- 
board immediately on the warning 
of fire, but despite the attempts ta, 
‘awake the sixth man,.he continued 
to sleep on, and apparently was 
left to. himself. 

Finding that the fire was not 
burning as seriously as they had 
expected, the five . men clambered 
-back on board after a few minutes, 
and managed to put’ out’ the fire 
with anit water. They then’ found 
the other man, whose name was 
Wong Kam, burned to death, He 
was employed on board as a cobk, 
and hig age was given’ as 45. 

The five men reached Aberdeen

To complete tue 
epic nature of the Trial came the 
high-speed testy over the. Swiss 
Grand Prix circuit at Geneva, which 
ejiminated half ‘the survivors of 
the preceding five days. 

Out ofan entry of 172, of which 
only seven failed to start, the Bri- 
tish edntingent were the least fami- 
liar with the conditions; the Con- 
tinental competitors Were “on their 
own ground,” and several Loragn 
countries—notably Sweden, Ger- 
many and Holland had m 
teams ‘and machines of great ¢om- 
petence. These facts make the 
British success in the Trial all the 
“more praiseworthy. ’: 

The Six Days’ Trial is intended 
to combine all the rond difficulties 
that may be met with in ‘the course 
of general’ “touring. The course 
chosen this -year"which traversed 
some of the miost difficult country 
in Germany, Austria, Italy, France 
and Switzerland, was calculated to 
put the severest'tést on the endur- 
ance of riders, and the sturdiness 
and reliability of their mounts. 

A system of marking was em- 
ployed by which certain. time , 


checks were made, it being 
neceasary for riders. to main- 
fain over nearly “the -whole 


of the .route.an..average speed 
of not less than 25 miles per hour 
(in certain portions this was slight- 
ly lowered). In’ the final speed 
trial machines had to be driven for 
one hour’ at.a certain minimum 
speed according to class, the excess 
over this minimum constituting the

On the-first day’s: run many com- 
petitors got into difficulties on the 
severe l-in-d gradient of the 
Ettalerberg, and at one time there:

In the. ordinay way 
there would have been a number of’ 
visitors on. the’ path leading to the 
entrance but rain had kept them 
away.” 

He suggested that the stone had 
become.loosened by the heavy rain, 
following the long spell of dry}: 
weather. 

The occurrence was at once re- 
ported to the ‘Abbey authorities, 
one of whom made the reassuring 
statement that there was no need 
for.the public to be alarmed. 

“The Abbey is, periodtally in- 
spected ‘for, loose: stone-work,” he 
informed me,, “and where any is 
found it is removed.
